THE SPONGE FISHERY.

When at the Istand of Rhodes, T went
to the sponge fishery, whichis curious and
interesting.

The sponge is atached to rocks at ths bot-
tom of the sen, serving as a retreat to myr-
tids of a small erustaceous nnimals, which
accupy I's cavti's. The fishermen dive
for it to the depih of even a hundred feet,
and sometimes continue for five or six mir.-
utes under waiter, unless the quantity of
sponge they may have collected becomes
mconvon.ent or unmanageable, when thev
are havled o the surface by the crew of the
hoat to which they belong.
